OF THE PROPOSED EMBARGO. 

On Thursday, Oct. 16th, Mr. Packard, American Consul in Liverpool, was 
informed that a company of Latter-day Saint emigrants, bound for Utah, 
would sail from this port on the following Saturday. In accordance with his 
instructions, embodied in the now notorious Evarts Circular, he acquainted 
the American Legation at London with this fact. The same document 
Tequires the foreign representative of the United States to also draw the 
attention of the British authorities to the matter referred to by the Consul ; 
therefore this: was done. The circular, which, among other peculiarities, 
is —— for bad grammar, says : 

isnot doubted, therefore, that when the subjeas is brough to its 

on, the Government of Great Britain will take such steps as may be 
sidention ing its laws and usages to check the organization of these crimi- 
nal ente by agents who are thus operating beyond the reach of the law 
of the eet tates, and to prevent: the departure of those proposing to 
come hither as violators of the aw by engaging in in such criminal enterprises 
by whomsoever instigated. Your timely protest 
in cases where the probable departure of Mormon emigrants is reported or

- Mr. Cross, being Home Secretary of Great Britain, is the legitimate official 
to whom the American representative should apply in relation to what might 
be termed. one of the interior concerns of the couritry. The matter was 
therefore brought to his notice. So far as we know, the only.action he took 
in the premises was to furnish the local authorities of some of the large 
cities, notably London and Liverpool, with a form of notice for publication.

The whole affair, from beginning to end, from the issuance of the Aeenlar 
by Mr. Evarts to the publication of the notice by Mr. Cross, is in the nature 
of a huge farce. This must be at once apparent when it is stated that we do 
not know of a member of the Church in any country who is ‘not fully aware 
that plural marriage is a portion of the faith of the Latter-day Saints. They 
are équally aware that there is a law of the United. States rendering polygamy 
‘punishable by fine and imprisonment. ‘People who become’ identified ‘with 
this Church are made acquainted with these facts before becoming members. 
‘This information has been published’ broadcast in this and other journals. 
‘of the Church abroad, as well as by those in Utah. It has also had publicity 
_ -im'various books of which the representative elders of the Church aré the. 
authors. In the matter of notifying the people of the existence of these facts, 
Mr. Cross has been forestalled by us. So far as he is concerned, it is a work 
of supererogation. 

‘Be that as it may, and without: wishing to be disrespectful, ‘we consider whe 
_ action of the Home Secretary inconsiderate and unfair. We hold that he had 
no right to select the Latter-day Saints, notwithstanding that, like the disci- 
ples of old, and for the same cause, they are unpopular, and ignorantly hold 
them up in an unfavorable light. We consider his action in the premises to 
be a stepping out of his legitimate official jurisdiction. The Latter-day Saints _ 
residing, and those who, for the purpose of emigrating, temporarily sojourn in 
this nation, are peaceable and law-abiding. This being the case, in this com- 
paratively free constitutional, monarchical country, they are entitled to as 
mueh consideration and respect, as any other people. Of course good invari- 
‘ably results to our cause from the intermeddling of over-officious and inconsid- 
erate persons, but no thanks to them that such an effect is produced. If the 
‘Home Secretary really desires to exercise a philanthropic and fatherly care 
over the interests of the people of Great Britain in his official capacity, he 
would do well to repent of having directed the publication of the 

given above, and try his hand at another, of an opposite tendency. We can 
costdiibatd a form that would probably be suited to the circumstances of the 
‘population of most of the great cities of this nation, and herewith we give it:
